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Milk Production Retarded 
When Cows Don't Eat Enough 
County Agent Zettle Reports

Adams County Farm Agent 
Genetic Inheritance is not Ute 
lim iting factor for efficient milk 
production. It’* just that too m any 
cows don’t get enough to eat. 
In 1955 there were 111 herds in 
Pennsylvania that produced over 
500 pound* of butterfat per cow; 
In 1956 Hie re were 176 herds over 
500 pounds of fat. Breeding, or 
genetic inheritance, of these 500 
pounds fat herds could be pur­ 
chased for a 15 breeding fee any 
place In the state. This is true 
because 72 per cent of the 500 
pound fat 
herds 
used 
artificial 
breeding, and over 50 per cent of 
the actual cows in these herds 
resulted from bulls used In the 
artificial breeding program . 
Today, almost one-half the dairy 
cows in Pennsylvania are being 
bred artificially to the sam e bulls

Bagworm s feed on a Wide varie­ 
ty of trees and shrubs, both ever­ 
green and deciduous. Plants com­ 
monly 
attacked 
are 
arborvitae, 
m aple spruce, sycam ore, and wil­ 
low. They seldom cause com plete 
defoliation, but usually cause p a r­ 
tial defoliation which gives the tree 
a very ragged appearance. Bag­ 
w orm s go through the w inter as 
eggs within the old bags th at hang 
on the trees. 


Young worms s ta rt feeding on 
the foliage and soon construct the 
bag w’hich is a m ixture of leaves, 
twigs,

w orm s use the bag as protection 
and m ove It about with them as 
they feed.

Check Post Beetles 
T here are a num ber of sm all, 
dark - brown beetles th a t attack 
seasoned tim bers and boards in 
buildings. Some attack only the 
.sapifbod of hardwoods, while others 
work only in pine and fir tim bers. 
The m ajority of these powder post 
beetles deposit their eggs in the 
pores of the seasoned wood during 
June. 
The tiny, white la rv a e or grubs 
ea t into the wood and pack their 
burrow s 
with 
fine 
powder 
like 
sawdust. Some of this wood dust 
often sift* form the infested tim ­ 
bers onto the floor and objects 
below. 
If the infestation has continued 
for several years, the surface of 
the infested tim bers m ay contain 
num erous round holes about the 
size of pin heads. These are exit 
holes that are m ade by the adult 
beetles as they em erge from the 
wood in early June, 
A ©oat of paint or varnish will 
prevent the beetles from laying 
eggs, but will not destroy the eggs 
or grubs that may already be in 
the wood when the application is 
m ade An application of 5 per cent 
DDT m ade on infested wood be­ 
fore J\m e I, will give fair con­ 
trol. A 5 per cent pentachlorophenol 
solution painted or sprayed on the 
surface of the wood Is also effec­ 
tive. The odor of pentachlorophenol 
m ay be objectionable for several 
weeks after it is used.
